For instance, the cm eless far¬ 
mer in the spring, by not repairing his 
fences as early as practicable, loses time 
which cannot he regained. lie thus 
hurl ies through it so that the work is very 
imperfectly perlonned, ami as Ins neigh¬ 
bors generally have commenced their 
spring ploughing and the best farmers 
nearly completed theirs, lie can spend no 
more lime upon them.

Ilis horses nnd oxen, having been neg¬ 
lected, are not in the best condition lor 
hard w ork. In Lis zeal to gain lost time 
he over-drives them and two or more be¬ 
come unfit for bu-iness from over exer¬ 
tion . This lie calk had luck, for lie can¬ 
not think to impute it to a want ot lore- 
sight. lie must now however wait until 
all his neighbors have finished their sow¬ 
ing and then depend upon their sympa¬ 
thy for aid. He obtains it. As the sea¬ 
son is far advanced his chance is lor a 
light crop, hut this it not now to ho rem¬ 
edied. His corn ground is to he plough¬ 
ed; he begins under had auspices, hut 
by begging of one nnd borrow ing of an¬ 
other he contrives to get through with 
that. From his light team however, wi 
must infer, nnd lightly loo, that it has 
been badly done. By this time he oh- 
scivcs that the lie-t farmers have already 
finished their planting and are preparing 
to give their corn giound a weeding. He 
follows them as fast as circumstances 
w ill allow—the first and subsequent weed¬ 
ing* are theiefore performed so late (hat 
the crop does not receive the. full benefit 
of the process, and w hen he thinks of giv¬ 
ing it a last dressing, his neighbors are 
preparing for the harvest. Consequent¬ 
ly lie hurries through it, hilt he has no 
time to give his potatoes another plough 
ing which they very much require; for j 
tie must begin his harvest ire it is already 
too ripe to gather without waste. Situat¬ 
ed thus, lie pushes through this as last as 
practicable, hut as harvesting to he well 
done requires time, he louses much of his 
grain because it is cut loo lute and more 
from the hurried'manner in w hich it is 
perlonned. Ilis harvest field re there fore 
strewed with it and when others, more 
careful are reaping their twenty bushels 
per acre he must he content with ten or 
less. The next operation is the making 
of hav—here, too he is later than lie ought 
to he, nnd as his implement* are never 
siicli exactly a* they should he to do clean 
work, although lie works lianler Ilian ev¬ 
ery one else, yet the grass not being cut 
first in season, mid next close to the 
ground, he meets with another and heavy 
loss. The quantity gathered is therefore 
small, and it is only by half feeding the 
succeeding winter that he can keep his 
-lock through it. The effect of this we 
have already seen in his last spring’s op¬ 
erations; the same had process is again 
to he gone through with the same, but 
rather a worse result 
. If by this management, or rather the 
want of it, he loses occasionally an an 
imaU it is put to his had luck.

Emperor to the regency.—Some suspicion of 
the designs of this personage is expressed in 
the English papers owing to the despotic na 
turo of his government at Oporto and Terceira, 
and the omission of tho words “constitutional 
oharter" in tho recognition of Donna Maria at 
Lisbon. For this last act however he could 
hardly be considered responsible. It is said 
further that by an article of the Portuguese 
Constitutional Charter, Don Pedro is excluded 
from the office of the Regent. The following 
article from the Algemeine Zeitung of July 
21, is worthy of notice. 

The accounts from Portugal give reason to 
apprehend that great confusion will enBue in 
the Peninsula. Almost ail our politicians aro 
convinced that active interference maybe neces¬ 
sary. Bhl how greatlv would the hopes and 
expectations of those be disappointed who be¬ 
lieved that the time for a general disarming 
was nt hand? In general here as clsowhore 
peoplo have a great dislike to Don Miguel; and 
if he personally were alone concerned would 
feel litlio sympathy for him; but they see in 
his cause a principle which it Is the duty of all 
to maintain; and so it happens that a Prince 
tvho otherwise would havo no friends, finds par¬ 
tisans even in the highest circles. But very 
lately the Cabinet of St. Petersburg was very 

unfavorably disposed towards Don Miguel_ 

•Now it is said to be otherwise. This change 
of sentiments must not bo wondered at. The 
unhappy Polish revolution has baffled many 
calculations, and changed frienns into enemies, 
and vice versa. Besides, it is natural that 
the Emperor Nicholas should interfere in the 
affairs of Portugal, as France and England have 
dune in those of tho East. Ho has the same 
right to declare in favor of one or tho other of 
tlielwo brothers, as thoso Powers had taken 
pait nt their pleasure, either with the Sultan 
or Mchcmet Ali. If this should happen as is 
possible, misunderstandings would arise bo 
tween the great Powers, and the scenes of 
Constantinople would be repeated, which do 
not always end in Diplomatic quarrels. For if 
a certain confidential union exists between the 
English and French Governments ns seems to 
result from the strict uniformity of their modes 
of proceeding, the oilier Powers must, by a sim¬ 
ilar process, neutralize such a preponderating 
force and dndeavor to draw still closer the bonds 
of friendship which already subsist between 
them. Scarcely is one difficult question sup¬ 
posed to be settled, when now subjects for the 
most complicated negotiations arise, and peace 
is threatened. Portugal now succeeds to Bel¬ 
gium. Ilraven grant that the seeds of great 
ami general trouble may not slumber in its bo¬ 
som. 

The place of Don Miguel’s retreat is not yet 
ascertained. It is said that, on receiving the 
intelligence of the overthrow of his forces, he 
set out to join Don Carlos, with the view of 
accompanying him into Italy. Donna Maria 
was ahum to depart from Paris on her way 
Portugal. 

Parliament was to be prorogued on tho 1st of 
Septeinlwr. For a great nmr.y years past there 
has nut been so abundant a harvest as at pres¬ 
ent.
